An NIOC 
statement said Iran's daily output now stood at 2.5 million barrels 
a day— with 700.0110 barrels being set aside tor domestic con- 
sumption. Production and refining are progressing satisfactorily. 
NIOC added. Under the Shah. Iran achieved a peak production of 
6.5 million Panels u tin -with around 5.7 million barrels being 
sold abroad, making tftis country the world's second-largest 
exporter after Saudi Arabia. All recent Iranian sales have been 
one-oli deliveries awarded to the highest bidder. NIOC, which 
today began celebrating the 2Sth anniversary of the national- 
isation of Iran's oil. said longterm contract deliveries would 
resume in the second week of the Iranian new sear begins on 
March 2 1 .

Khalil briefs ruling 
party on pact details 

CAIRO. March 17. (R)-Primc 
Minister Mustapha Khalil met a 
parliamentary committee of the 
ruling National Democratic Party 
today to explain details of the 
proposed peace treaty with Israel. 

Although the meeting was 
closed. Dr. Khalil was expected to 
outline the principles and oblig- 
ations of the treaty, which has 
already been accepted by both the 
Egyptian and Israeli cabinets. 

The Egyptian government has 
launched a drive to head off hos- 
tile A rah reaction to the treaty and 
today sent messages to several 
Arab leaders to explain the pact's 
details. 

Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Burros Ghali gave Arab 
ambassadors personal messages 
from President Sadat for their 
government leaders. But mes- 
sages were not sent to Syria, 
Algeria, Iraq, South Yemen and 
the Libyan Jamafiiriyah, which do 
not have relations with Egypt. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
March 17 (Agencies)— Jewish and 
Arab youths clashed outside a 
mosque in the old city of occupied 
Jerusalem today and a Jewish rab- 
binical student was slightly- 
injured, police said. 

The clash occurred as Arab high 
school students built street bar- 
ricades and burned tyres in a fresh 
West Bank protest against 
isracli-Egyptiun peace plans. 

A group of about 20 students 
attending a rabbinical seminary in 
the Jewish Quarter of the old city 
tried to enter the Haram Al 
Sharccf area to pray. The mosque 
compound is one of the holiest in 
Islam. Jews arc forbidden to enter 
the area, where the Dome of the 
Rock and the Al Aqsa Mosque 
stand, to avoid inciting Moslems. 

The Jewish students were 
stopped by a group of stone- 
th rowing Arab demonstrators. 

Police and security forces sepa- 
rated the two groups and eye- 
witnesses said shots were fired but 
were uncertain by whom. 

A theological student found in 
possession of a pistol w-as 
detained, as was an Arab demon- 
strator seen throwing a stone. 


police sources said. 

The incident came after a week 
of disturbances in protest of the 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty. 

There were riots by Arabs in 
East Jerusalem, and in six towns in 
the occupied West Bank On 
Thursday, two Arab youths were 
killed by Israeli gunfire in the 
town of Halhul, 32 kilometres 
south of Jerusalem.

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Mutual admiration 
society 

ONE OF THE most interesting phenomena to result from 
recent Middle East developments is the extraordinary rela- 
tionship that has developed, and will continue to develop, 
between the United Stales and Ec>pt--and particularly 
between Presidents Carter and Sadat. 

No one can deny a regime the right to choose its friends, 
or to seek help from any quarter in pursuit of it> national 
interests. Nor is it particularly peculiar that the U.S. should 
seek to build the kind of relationship with an Arab slate 
that it is building with Mr. Sadat's Egypt. 

But in exercising its right to look for a new friend. Mr. 
Sadat has alienated his own family. And in embracing 
Egypt as a diplomatic a llv. an economic partner, an aid 
recipient and a military client. President Carter has thrown 
the enormous weight of his country behind a leader whose 
political survival is threatened because of that very affair. 

American spokesmen give President Sadat full credit 
for bringing the Middle Ea*»t to today's perilous position. 
"He cast his lor for peace with Israel and for close relations 
with the United States and the West." they ^ay . "He stuck 
with it. never wavering or turning back." 

The tact that, in order to "stick with it." Mr. Sadat had 
to remove his country from the great Arab struggle and 
flout the sacred principles for which that struggle is waged, 
and did so in order to secure short-term advantages for 
himself, however well-intentioned they may seem to him. 
does not seem to occur to American thinkers. And the tact 
that such advantages have been secured only at the expense 
of acceding to Israel the privilege of proceeding with meas- 
ures aimed at guaranteeing that Arab demands for 
immediate withdrawal from the occupied territories, and 
for recognition of the national rights ot the Palestinian 
people are submerged forever, dues not seem to have 
occurred to Mr. Sadat. 

The Egyptian leader wants full credit tor all this to go to 
Mr. Carter.. "He did. ajl.tbe ai>rk." he savsJLor3iuUu..us 
one commentator has put it. "peace with Israel is a step to 
closer friendship with the United States." 

We fail to see what the U.S. expects to gain when this 
"peace with Israel'* is also calculated— if our impressions of 
the present treaty formulations are correct— to bring the 
Middle East a step closer to another war. by striving to see 
to if that the Arabs are and remain div ided. by giv ing Israel 
carte blanche to continue to expand settlements and 
"tighten its grip on the native inhabitants of the occupied 
territories, while at the same time making the grand con- 
cession of pulling out of Sinai— all this while collecting 
millions of dollars from the U.S.. with which to fonify the 
garrison state. 

So Mr. Sadat's friendship with Mr. Carter can only be 
attained at the cost of desening his Arab brethren, and 
seeing to it, into the bargain, that the threat from which he 
is rescued is transferred to us. Theirs is thus a mutual 
admiration society in which membership is severely 
restricted. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

AL RAT SATURDAY SAYS that it is not enough for the pros- 
pective Arab Foreign Ministers conference to discuss and imple- 
ment sanctions against Egypt which will soon be signing a separate 
peace treaty with Israel. The Arab foreign ministers, the paper 
continues will find it easy to implement ihe resolutions already 
agreed to at the Baghdad summit. Yet this should not exempt 
them from the responsibility of examining the dangers posed by 
the new tripartite coalition (Egypt. Israel and the U.S. ) and 
mobilising Arab resources to counter those dangers. 

Egypt has walked out on the Arabs, who must now face upto 
possible future eventualities that will include pressure on them to 
accept solutions patterned on the Camp David agreements. The 
paper finally asks if it is possible for the Arabs to build up their 
own military strength, as the Baghdad summit originally decided, 
to the point where it can provide sufficient protection for them 
and forsiall the liquidation of the Palestinian cause. 

AL DUSTOUR urges President Sadat to put the peace treaty- 
before the Egyptian Peoples' Assembly before proceeding to 
Washington to sign a separate accord with Israel. It is true, the 
paper says, that the Assembly includes representatives who 
approve of Sadat's policies: yet there are voices which oppose him 
and it is their right to express their objections to what Sadat is 
doing. 

The Egyptian people should be consulted on the issue of the 
treaty because they are the ones who will eventually pay the price 
for the treaty their president will sign. The Americans, the paper 
continues, will notice thar the Israeli prime minister arrives in 
Washington earning the endorsement of the Israeli parliament 
for him to sign the treaty, while Sadat does not carry such authot- 
ity. The attitute of Sadat does not befit to dignity and pride of the 
Egyptian people. Bringing the whole issue before the Egyptian 
people would give credibility to President Sadat's stated respect 
for the principles of democracy.

March 1 7 (JNA )— A general archaeological survey ot the 
Umavvad castles in the Jordanian desert is to be carried out next July 
in cooperation with a team from the American University of Cairo, a 
spokesman for the Department of Antiquities announced here 
today. The survey aims at defining the extent of restoration and 
maintenance work needed on such castles as Qasr A! HaJIabat. 
Harraneh. Toubah and Hammam Al Sarkh. he said. He added that 
the department has started restoration work at Ai Karak Crusader 
Citadel in southern Jordan. 


Five royal decrees ratify new laws 

AMMAN. March 17 (JNAb-A royal decree has been issued ratify- 
ing the amended civil service law. The new law provides for giving 
non-classified or temporary employees a 30-day annual leave if their 
basic monthly salary is JD 55 or more: 2 1 days if their basic monthly 
salary falls between JD 22 and 54: and 15 days for employees with 
salaries lower than the above mentioned. 

Another royal decree ratified the law governing comprehensive 
examination for doctors' licencing. The purpose of the new law is to 
lest the capability of new doctors. 

A third decree ratified the law governing classification of the 
employees of the Public Administration Institute. This new law 
defines the degrees and pay rates of the institute's employees. A 
fourth decree ratified the amended law concerning the Jordan Hotels 
and Rest houses Corporation. The fifth Royal decree ratified the law 
governing the authority of the Yarmouk University Board of Trus- 
tees. which empowers the trustees to draw up the University's gen- 
eral policy. 

Symposium held on information documentation and 
exchange in Arab world 

AMMAN. March 17 (JNA)-A week-long symposium on the 
documentation of scientific information and the e.xchage of adminis- 
trative data opened here today. Participants in the sy mposium, which 
is organised by the Arab Organisation for Administrative Science in 
cooperation with the Public Administration Institute, will be study- 
ing the setting up of an administrative information network that 
would unify indexing and documentation systems in the Arab 
world.Taking part are delegates from 1 2 Arab states. The Jordanian 
team includes representatives of the Civil Service Commission, the 
Public Administration Institute, the Ministry of Education and the 
Department of National Libraries. Documentation and Archives. 


Zakat Fund distributes JD 2500 to 120 families 

AMMAN, March 17 (JNA)— The Zakat Fund has distributed JD 
2500 to 1 20 needy families around the country in commemoration of 
Prophet Mohammad's birth (celebrated last month ). a statement for 
the fund said here today. The statement appealed to citizens to make 
further contribution to the fund so that it can offerassistance to other 
poor families in the country. 

Madaba to conduct gas station safety checks 

MADABA, March 17 (JNA)— The District Attorney of Madaba 
disclosed yesterday that a committee has been set up in order to 
check on all gas filling stations in the town and the neighbouring 
villages. The purpose of the inspection is to make sure that all filling 
stations apply the safety measures necessary to prevent hazards such 
as fires and explosions. The committee will also have on its inspection 
list bottled gas distributors and stores dealing with plastic products.

A similar message was yes- 
terday delivered to King 
Khaled I bn Abdel Aziz of 
Saudi Arabia by ihe Chief of 
the Royal Court Sharif Abdel 
Hamid Sharai.

DAMASCUS - It's a com- 
monplace grey cement structure 
off fashionable Abou Rummaneh 
Street, but to Islamic scholars the 
world over, the three-storcy build- 
ing is their home in Damascus. 

The entrance is marked by a 
simple bra*s plaque that reads: 
•’Utmersile de Paris 
Institut Francais 
D' Etudes A tabes de Damas" 
The French Institute, as 
English-speaking Damascenes 
refer 10 it. was established as a 
scholarly-scientific institution in 
Damascus in 1922 at the Azzem 
Palace. .After 1945. it was housed 
in a «chool and 11 has operated 
from us present location since 
1961. 

The Damascus French Institute 
is recognized worldwide for its lib- 
rary of 40.000 books dealing with 
Islamic history, Arabic languages. 


history and mythology — ail arc 
:0ib ccncurv editions. 

On the other hand, in Beirut, 
the French Institute Library 
chiefly contains archaeological 
publications dealing with exca- 
vations and sites of she Middle 
East prior to the Arab conquest. 

“You might say our library- 
picks up where the Beirut library 
stops.” explained Thierry Bian- 
quis. director of the Damascus 
French Institute since 19/5. “Our 
sister institute in Cairo con- 
centrates on another phase of 
Middle Eastern studies in that us 
library contains 19th-IUth century 
\olumes on Egyptology. Lop tic 
and Arabic studies." 

The library is open to the public 
from $:3fl a.m. to i p.m. and from 
4 to fc p.m. daily except Sunday . 

■•We exchange with libraries in 
some 40 countries and receive 
more than 350 periodicals annu- 
ally in exchange for our annual 
bulletin,” said Mr. Bianquis who is 


working on a doctoral dissertation 
dealing with the history of Faiimid 
Syria and Egypt. 

In addition to maintaining an 
extensive library for the public, 
the French Institute publishes 
scholarly works. 

"Each year, we publish ‘Bulle- 
tin-D' Etudes Orientalcs.’ a jour- 
nal dedicated to contemporary 
and historical problems." Mr. 
Bianquis said. “We also publish 
one or two books a year which are 
either ancient Arabic manuscripts 
reprinted fin Arabic) for the first 
time in centuries, translations of 
Arabic classics into French or 
archaeological, literary and his- 
torical studies on Arabic subjects 
(in French) " 

Traditionally, the Damascus 
institute has printed its pub- 
lications in Beirut or France. It 
recently purchased press equip* 
ment in England so that it can 
begin printing scientific .Arabic 
texts in European languages in 
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Damascus. 

"Our third service is to support 
scholars.” Mr. Bianquis said. 
“This year the Institute is sup- 
porting five French and two Syrian 
scholars. We finance their 
research for three years in Syria — 
this includes lodging, the use of 
our library, photo lab and photo- 
copy machines. We ask nothing in 
return except that they publish " 

This year’s group in Damascus 
includes: Jerome Leniin. who is 
working on a dissertation on the 
Arabic language; Elizabeth Lon- 
gue nesse. an Arabist-sociologist 
who is writing a history of the 
Syrian textile industry: and Ann 
Marie Eddy who is working on 
12th- 13th century buildings of 
Aleppo. 

French students in Aleppo are 
Jean Gaude David who is working 
with the Syrian Department of 
Museums and Antiquities to pre- 


serve and protect ascent quarters 
of Aleppo. and .Marie Iherese 
Debarn oi who is working in the 
mathematics department of 
.Aleppo University on medieval 
Arabic astrological calculations to 
see if they were indeed accurate. 

Syrian students receiving sup- 
port from the institute a:- "Sarah 
Arassi-Kbaiwb who *s studying 
medieval buildings in otd Damas- 
cus to the end of ±e Mameluke 
period, and Gaude Sabuneh. who 
is w orkine on f sianuc theology and 
philosophy of the Middle Ages. 

Each year, the French Institute 
is responsible for the housing and 
training of 1 1 young French Arab- 
ists who come to Damascus on 
nine-month scholarships. 

“All these young people have 
studied Arabic for three ic five 
years in France" Mr. Bianquis 
said. "They come here to study 
colloquial .Arabic, grammar, cal-

river Zeya is not large, but it 
contains a great amount of 
energy , as its waters fall down 
towards the Amur river.

Perhaps dearest to the heart of 
Mr. Bianquis. who has published 
25 artwies and two books, is the 
excavation projects of the French 
Institute.

Rahba 
Mayadin. a town on the E uphrates 
near Iraq, under the permission of 
the Syrian Department of 
Museums and Antiquities. 

Dr. Kassem Toueir is hi charge 


of. the Syrian effort takmgplace 
under the modem town of May--'; 
adm; whereas Mr. Bianquis 
ging beneath the .fortress of May- - 
a dm, five kilometres -west of the 
town.. 

”We excavate each year* from 
April 10 to May 12. Initially, Dr; 
Toueir excavated for two seasons- 
in the actual village of Mayadm 
which is above an Abbasid town 
that was destroyed by an ear- 
thquake in the mid- 12th century. 
The inhabitants then built a sec- 
ond city five kilometres, west of 
Euphrates that is dominated |^:an 
Ayvubid-Mamliik citadel. ' 

“While Dr. Toueir put up. with 
the curiosity of visitors as be ting in 
the town, we were, free of such 
nuisances at the citadel.

ANKARA, March, 17 (R)-Turkey, deep in debt and 
facing its worst fuel crisis, yesterday almost doubled 
the prices of petrol, diesel and all other oil products* 
The price rises were part of a crash austerity prog- 
ramme by Premier Bulent Ecerifs social democratic 
government to slash Turkey’s external debts, bal- 
ance of payments deficit and 60 per cent inflation 
rate. The rest of the programme is expected to be 
announced early next week. 


The military presence in Ank- 
ara. Istanbul and other major 
cities, where martial law has been 
in force for nearly three months, 
was considerably stepped up yes- 
terday. apparently in connection 
with the price rises. Heavily armed 
soldiers in full combat gear and 
military police patrolled city 
streets. 

To prevent hoarding, the gov- 
ernment issued a surprise 
announcement yesterday morning 
forbidding the sale of petrol and 
oil for the rest of the dav. 


The go' eminent also banned 
the sale of other nationalised 
industry products— sugar, cement, 
tobacco and iron and steel— until 
Monday evening. 

The prices of these products are 
expected to be increased on Mon- 
day as part of the austerity prog- 
ramme. 

Turkey's oil crisis, which has 
caused the longest petrol queues 
in the history of the republic and 
left most city apartments without 
heatina and hoi water, is the result 
of several factors. 


S. African appointee to 
probe funds scandal 


CAPE TOWN. March 17 (Rl— Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
announced yesterday that a special official similar to the prosecutor 
who probed Washington's Watergate affair would be appointed to 
investigate the government's alleged role in the funds scandal now 
shaking South Africa. 

The premier also said an arrest warrant had been issued for former 
Information Service head Mr. Eschel Rhoodie. key figure in the 
affair involving alleged misuse of millions of dollars. Dr. Rhoodie. 
now a fugitive somewhere in Europe, has recently implicated the 
entire cabinet as backing secret "slush fund" projects aimed at 
improving South Africa's international standing. 

Mr. Botha fold parliament he would appoint an advocate-general 
“to investigate and evaluate the political culpability of the gov- 
ernment.” The prime minister said th3t in addition a commission of 
inquiry headed by Judge Rudolf Erasmus had been ordered to pre- 
sent its findings to the government by the end of the month. 

It has been sitting for four months and its sensational interim 
report in December suggested possible criminal charges against Dr. 
Rhoodie. All the commission's evidence except that affecting the 
security of the state and its relations with other countries would be 
published. Mr. Botha said. 

In the meantime its scope had also been extended to cover inves- 
tigation of the government's political culpability. This, however, will 
be the main task of the advocate-general. New legislation would be 
enacted to allow for his appointment. Mr. Botha said. 

Mr. Botha has consistently denied he had any knowledge of the 
now defunct Information Department's secret work. 


The last Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) price rise multiplied the 
payments problem for a country 
which already uses all its $2 billion 
annual exports income to pay for 
oil imports. 

Shortages caused by the Iranian 
revolution, together with an oper- 
ational halt at Turkey's second 
biggest refinery at Izmir, aggra- 
vated the problem. In addition, 
rumours of a price rise led to 
excess demand in the last ten days. 

The price rises are partly aimed 
at reducing the losses incurred by 
Turkey's nationalised industries. 
The rest of the austerity prog- 
ramme to be announced is 
expected to concentrate on 
increasing the inflax of foreign 
currency by various means. 

Economists say they expected 
to include a mandatory foreign 
currency exchange for tourists 
entering Turkey and a special rate 
for Turkish workers abroad to 
encourage them to send their 
West European currency back 
home. 

Mr. Ecevit has said the package, 
which he calls an “emergency 
rescue programme.” is based on 
Turkey's own resources and does 
not take into account any future 
Western cash aid. 

The prime minister has been 
pushing for urgent Western aid. 
starting with an estimated S I bil- 
lion. for several months and has 
not hidden his disappointment 
over the West’s slow response. 

The devaluation question led to 
a breakdown in negotiations bet- 
ween Turkey and the IMF late last 
year over IMF credits to Turkey. 
The turks had already received 
about S200 million of an IMF 
stand-by credit of around $450 
million but the IMF blocked the 
rest pending T urkish austerity 
measures, including a devalu- 
ation 

The impasse in Turkey’s rela- 
tions with the IMF is believed to 
have caused the delay in the aid 
Mr. Ecevit has requested from 
Western governments and banks. 
The latter tend to look on IMF 
credits as a “certificate of good 
housekeeping” by any country. 


Nigerian troops 
to police Chad’s 
peace agreement 


PARIS. March 17 (R) - Rival factions in the Chad rivti war, 
which has cost hundreds of lives, have concluded a peace agree- 
ment in the northern Nigerian city' of Kano, informed sources said 
yesterday. 

The agreement was signed between President Felix MaBoum. 
Prime Minister Hissene Habre, a former guerrilla leader, and the 
heads of two more armed groups involved in the complex straggle 
for supremacy' in the former French African colony. The other 
signatories were Mr. Goukouni Oueddei, chief of the National 
Liberation .Front (Ftolinat), controlling the northern region of 
Chad, and the commander of the so-called third array, Mr. 
Aboubakar Abhemamanc, whose forces are active in the western 
part of the country. 

According to die sources, the agreement provided for a general 
ceasefire, an amnesty for political detainees, and the release of 
hostages and prisoners of war. Nigerian peace-keeping troops 
already in the country will provide a neutral force to police the 
agreement. No otberforeign troops will be involved .The parties 
to the agreement will set up a provisional government of national 
unity until elections can be held. 

Troops commanded by President Mafloum. whose power base 
is the black Christian and animist population of the south, have 
suffered a series of defeats at the hands of Moslem fighters loyal to 
Prime Minister Habre. Government collapsed in the capital. 
NT Djamena. at the height of the fighting last month, and Moslem 
businessmen who controlled all commerce fied to neighbouring 
Cameroun. 

French troops sent to Chad at President MaRoum s request a 
year ago to stem a southward thrust by the Libyan-backed 
Frolinat kept out of the recent fighting. In a radio interview 
yesterday, French Cooperation Minister Robert Galley was asked 
whether "the 2,500 French troops would be withdrawn if an Afri- 
can peace force took over in Chad. 

The minister replied that the French would never stay in a 
country if they were asked to leave. "The presence of the French 
army is of secondary importance compared with that of a peaceful 
settlement in Chad.” he said.

enable hospitals to deal with 
emergencies. 

But. at a recent meeting* angry 
union officials voted to step up 
action by calling out the remaining 
workers on an afi-out strike from 
next Wednesday. 

Meanwhile. 300.000 chU ’ser- 
vants who want pay roes of up to 
35 per cent yesterday warned the 
government of “an inglorious 
punch-up” if it did sot get down to 
serious pay negotiations next 
week. 

A total of one million low-paid 
workers recently agreed to accept 
a nine per cent pay rise after a long 
drawn out dispute during which 
schools closed an refuse littered 
the streets. 

The country's 400,000 nurses 
have refused to strike £or higher 
pay. They earn about S80 a week.

Issue of Chile’s missing persons is 
‘most objectionable’ of its abuses 


PLYMOUTH. England, March 
17 (R) — British Forign Secretary 
David Owen yesterday expressed 
the hope that Chile would give full 
cooperation to the United Nations 
Human Rights Commission in its 
investigations abour alleged vio- 
lations in Chile. 

He reiterated that the Chilean 
Government's refusal to clarify 
the fate of missing persons 
“known or assumed to be the vic- 
tims of secret arrests" was the 
most objectionable of all the 
abuses of human rights in the 
country. 

“We strongly hope that the 
Chilean authorities will be pre- 
pared to give their full coop- 
eration to the commission in their 


investigations,” Dr. Owen said in 
a speech at a meeting of Amnesty 
International the London-based 
human riehts organisation. 


“There can be no question of 
any relaxation in international 
concern over Chile so long as 
nothing is done to resolve or even 
investigate the problem of the 
missing persons in particular.” he 
said. 

He said recent events in Bolivia 
had led to the release of political 
detainees and rhe return of polit- 
ical exiles. There had also bees the 

reinstatement of trade union lead- 
ers and the holding of free trade 
union elections. The state of siege 
had been lifted anti there was as 


undertaking to hold fresh elec- 
tions later this year. 

Turning to Iran. Dr. Owen said: 
“Amnesty International spoke up 
dearly and unequivocally for the 
human rights cause and for the 
plight of political prisoners under 
the Shah's rule.”
